We invite our Democratic friends in Ne- 


vada to press the soft pedals upon their 
party hewgijt, and play them pianissimo. 
True it is "and pity 'tis 'tis true," that free 
coinage in the House has (has far been 
supported by one Republican vote to seven 
Democratic votes, but it is also true that

There is an irrepressible conflict between 


mono and bi-metalism. There is no stable 
half-way ground between them and there 
can be no compromise which will prove a 
lasting on*. There must be either a single 
or double standard firmly established; 
either free coinage or absolute demonetiza- 
tion. 
Partial remonetization can only 


prove a temporary measure,'requiring such 
continual tinkering that in a short time 
nothing will be left of it but a mass of 
legislative 
patches.

never be finally settled until free coinage 
is established or the white metal absolutely 
obliterated from the list of our currency 
meUla.

A Water Craft that Beats tlio World. 


George Brown informs the Genoa Courier 


that .Robert Campbell, brother o£ James L 
Campbell, the Alpina wood contractor, 
has invented a novel vehicle for riding in 
the flume. He calls it a 'go devil," 
probably because it goes like itf namesake. 
The-vehicle is three feet long, the same 
shape of a »Y" flume, has closed ends, 
two wheels on the bottom and an iron 
brake which hooks over each, side of the 
flume and works with the foot.

oett, the victim of the Pottsea, was die< 
covered, or at least the discovery was led 
to, by remarkable phenomena in the house 
where he came to his death. After the 
tragedy and the disappearance of the 
Potties, Mr. George Brewer, of Lamcilla 
valley, rented and moved into the house 
with bit family, Mrs. Brewer used to 
write gometimes for the Elko Free Press 
over the nom de plume of "Busy Bee." 
Soon after moving into the house the fol- 
lowing was embodied in a letter sent to 
that paper by its iady correspondent: 


CABLE?, Jan 5, 1889. 


EDITOB PBESS:— I have been intending 


to write to yon for eeverrl weeks, but you 
kcow when one mores to a new place one 
naturally is kept T«ry busy for a while, 
and in addition to other matten of interest 
it is a little exciting when one his the good 
lack to move into a veritable haunted 
bouse. Not many persona have such a 
thing to happen to thsm these days. So 
far the ghost hasn't scared nny of u=, but 
tia is here just the same. 
Sometimes he 


taps on the headboards of the bed, other 
times he stalks across the Kitchen floor, 
and anon he hammers away at the door, 
bat nobody's there. But the gayest capers 
o! all are cut np in the cellar. There he 
holds high revels, and upsets thfi pickles 
and carries on generally.

This incident, together with the continued 


noises, finally led Mr, Brewer to investi- 
gate, and about two weeks after the above 
etter was written he went down vinto the 
bellar to see what was up. 
After probing 


bout with an iron rod he found a soft spot, 
under where some shelves had been erected 
n the cellar. Further investigation led to 
he discovery of the remains of a hnmau 
being that had been covered up in a hole 
it the Bide of the cellar. The remains 
were all cat to pieces, the head charred und 
l-shlesa, having been chopped up and 
'iarned. The legs, arras and body were in 
mall pieces and beyond recognition. 
The 


inly thing that remained to tell the tale 
vas the half-burned pocket of tho mar- 
lered man's pnnts, in which was found an 
Id knife. This was recognized as belong- 
ng to Miles Faucett. 


The question is, were these demonstra- 
tes what ore known as modern spiritual- 
em, or were they attributed to some other 
ecutt cause purposed and directed by an 
inseen power and hand to bring tho mnr- 
!er to light and the murderers to justice? 
5ut for them, which it appears were the 
iause of instituting the search, the prob- 
ibihty is that tlia body of Fawcett would 
lot have been discovered for years if at 
11. Whatever the cause, whether physical 
r supernatural, it was at least another 
enfication of the adage that "JIurder will 
at."
